moon, stars, galaxies, along with all the contents it contains, animals, plants, 
mountains, hills, oceans in it, both near and far, visible and beyond reach, 
which can be seen and observed by the five senses by all. Everyone will 
agree that the universe and everything in it is a large and vast masterpiece 
order of creation that is balanced, orderly, synergistic, and complete and 
complementary, as a living ecosystem for all living creatures in it, animate 
and inanimate objects, where one element and another are interrelated, 
support each other, synergize with each other, integrated in an extraordinary 
living system.

Allah Almighty does not need anything from His 
creatures. Worshiped or not worshipped, Allah is still the Most True, the 
Most High, the Most Glorious, the Most Powerful. All the actions of a 
creature will be returned to the creature who did it. All human actions, 
whatever, wherever, whenever, no matter how small, will be returned to the 
human perpetrator himself. Allah is the Most Merciful, so Allah will reward

Allah has no 
children and is not begotten. Allah has no incarnation, Allah has no 
incarnation, neither in heaven nor on earth, So it is a big lie for those who 
attribute God to the characteristics of having children, having incarnations, 
having incarnations on earth and in the sky.

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are very large and vast are inhabited/filled with angels-God’s creation. 
There is no space in the sky 4 fingers wide except for angels standing, 
sitting, bowing and prostrating to Allah Azza wa Jalla. The seven layers of 
heaven which are very large and vast, compared to His ‘Arsyi, are like a coin 
thrown into the vast desert. The seven layers of heaven are the currency, 
while the vast desert is His ‘Arsyi. Allah is the Greatest. 


Allah.....He is the Creator-the only Creator, who created everything in the 
heavens and the earth, visible and invisible, stationary and creeping, the 
Most Ruler and the Most Forming, whatever creation- It is arranged and 
shaped by Him according to His will. God created the rules of life for all His 
creatures, whether they like or dislike creatures, as well as a test of life, 
whether they obey or disobey them, Allah provides the field facilities, 
determines its shape, makes the rules of the game, regulates the presence of 
the players, from one period to another in successive groups. The various 
types of fields provided are different for each person, but the basic 
rules/system of the game are the same, as Sunnatulloh over all His creation. 
He is also the one who determines the parameters and indicators of 
success/victory fairly, where all participants have the same opportunities 
and modalities to achieve that success, These modalities are hearing, sight 
and heart.

Allah is Most Pure from 
forgetfulness, Allah is All-Knowing of all secret conversations, all whispers, 
all conversations in twos and threes or more, in closed forums or in open 
forums, whether carried out in the sky by angels, or by humans and jinn on 
earth, In fact, Allah is All-Knowing of the thoughts and desires in all human 
minds, what is hidden and what is revealed, what is intended and what is 
expressed, Allah knows and also records all the footsteps on the face of the 
earth, the feet of animals and humans, all the rotation of vehicle wheels, 
everything that moves and everything that is still, His knowledge includes 
all hearing, sight and all thought trajectories of His creatures, including 
humans. His knowledge knows and records all treasonous talk, all 
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incitement, everything that is spoken and written, everything that is known 
to humans and what is not known to humans. His knowledge covers and 
records all events, all happenings, both exciting and hidden in darkness, all 
activities of jinn, humans, angels, animals, worms and viruses, down to 
pithoplankton and amoeba.

Allah is the only God of all life who has the right 
to be worshiped and worshiped by all of His creation, so Allah really does 
not like it if anyone or anything is worshiped and worshiped other than 
Him. Allah does not like His servants whom He created, who were given all 
the facilities of life in this world’s life, who He bestowed various types of 
sustenance day and night on them, whom He subjected the sun and the 
moon to, so that His servants They can live well, carry out their activities 
smoothly, but instead His servants actually worship other than Allah. Allah 
hates, is angry and even becomes an enemy of His servants, namely humans 
and jinn, who associate partners with Him. If a human being worships other 
than Allah in this worldly life, making partners for Him in servitude, 
worship and dedication of life to anything other than Allah, for example 
statues, the sun, moon, stars, mythical gods, ancestral spirits, humans, jinn , 
angels, mountains, big trees, oceans, animals, families, clans, tribes, nations, 
and others, other than Allah, then they have committed great injustice, 
namely wrongdoing Allah, not being grateful to Him, even though Allah is 
olnly Him who has revived and bestowed upon human, all the facilities and 
infrastructure of life. Allah is jealous of those who are not grateful and 
devoted to Him, but instead serve anything other than Him. God’s jealousy 
could be become His wrath. This wrath of Allah has happened to the 
previous groups, namely the people of Noah, the people of ’Aad, the 
Thamud people, the people of Luth, and others, because they associated 
themselves with Allah in worship and devotion. 


Allah is jealous of a human being who asks and begs someone other than 
Him, even though only Allah is able to provide benefits and also bring 
madhorot to that servant, Allah is jealous of a servant on this earth who 
entrusts his affairs to someone other than Him, even though to Allah 
belongs all power in the heavens and on the earth. On Allah alone, creatures 
depend. On Allah alone, humans have to rely on. 


Allah is Jealous, Allah does not like humans who disobey Him and turn 
away from His warnings. Allah does not like and is even angry with people 
who circumvent His rules by tampering with His laws. The famous true 
story of Ashabul Sabat, among the Children of Israel. There is a fishing 
village on the sea coast, still in the Syam region, Based on Allah’s Sharia law 
which was revealed to the Prophet Moses, the leader of the Children of 
Israel at that time, Saturday is a special time for worship and leaving 
activities to earn a living. The time starts from sunset on Saturday night to 
Saturday afternoon before sunset. Allah tested them, by showing that many 
fish appeared scattered on the coast when Saturday arrived, whereas on 
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other days, not many fish appeared. This went on for quite a long time. At 
first, the villagers adhered to the rules of the Sabbath, focused on religious 
activities, and were not affected by the large number of easy-to-catch fish 
that appeared on Saturday. However, over time, Satan influenced their 
characters by prompting them to create a method that did not appear to 
violate the Saturday rules. So the stance of some of the residents of the 
fishing village began to waver. Gradually, more and more people wavered, 
until finally at a meeting the majority of the population agreed on a plan, 
only a small percentage remained opposed and warned that God’s wrath 
would come if they continued to carry out this plan. At first glance, this 
engineering does not seem to violate Allah’s law, but in essence it still 
violates it, namely, it was engineered, on Friday afternoon before sunset, 
fishing nets were installed on the coast of the sea, whereas after sunset and 
on Saturday they remained focused on worship. Until that Saturday, the fish 
that appeared were scattered in the sea, because the nets had been installed, 
so they were caught in the nets, Thus, the nets were full of fish. The next 
day, Sunday, the villagers worked again by taking the fish that had entered 
the nets the previous day. The result is abundant fish catches. The 
fishermen in the village were happy and celebrated the catch, Only a small 
number, who have been warned, do not want to be involved in these efforts, 
who then flee the village to other places, fearing the wrath of Allah, the 
Almighty over all things, and being jealous. The village community then 
enjoyed the catch with joy and excitement and because nothing happened to 
them as warned by a small number of residents who had escaped from the 
fishing village. Some time passed, and still nothing happened to them, so 
they became increasingly happy and convinced that what they had 
engineered was true, and did not violate Allah’s law which was revealed to 
Prophet Musa As. 


However, after a long time had passed, when dawn arrived one day, the 
condition of the village changed completely, not a single resident came out 
to appear on the streets. The coastline was also quiet, only the sound of the 
waves crashing could be heard. When the atmosphere started to get 
brighter, there started to be commotion in each house, here and there. It is 
not human voices that are noisy, but the sound of animal chirping that rises 
in the cold morning. What an exciting atmosphere. Then..... a moment later 
there was a screech that shocked the entire village, with the residents of the 
house coming out into the streets, each in the form of a monkey. Their 
bodies turned into monkeys. Allah has become angry and cursed the 
residents of the fishing village because they dared to openly violate Allah’s 
law, deceiving them as if Allah did not know about their plot with this 
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fabrication. A few days later, because of sadness, deep regret, fear and 
depression, one by one the humans who were cursed by God to become 
monkeys, died, until none of them were still alive. Thus, Allah made this 
true story immortalized in the Koran, as a warning to all mankind in the 
following ages, up to the present day, until the next generations to come. 
There is no power that can hinder His will. What He wills, that is what 
happens. Be, and it is. 


Allah is Most Forgiving. Allah is Most Merciful, best in giving, greatest in 
provision, including forgiveness and forgiveness. If a human _being’s 
mistakes piled up, every day, every hour, continued to grow, filling the 
earth, filling the land and seas, but he still continued to commit sins and 
mistakes, until the earth could not accommodate his sins, then sin -his sins 
piled up and piled up to fill the sky, and continued to increase and increase, 
more and more, until his mistakes and sins filled the heavens and the earth, 
however, he still believed in the oneness of Allah, had faith in Him, still 
believed that only Allah is God who must be worshiped throughout this life, 
he does not associate partners with Allah with others, and he realizes that 
Allah is All-Seeing of all his actions, records them all, and will reward his

he has committed. In fact, Allah will forgive all his mistakes and sins, later in 
the afterlife, God willing. Because, Allah is Most Forgiving and Most Noble. 
God’s mercy overcomes His wrath. 


The Killer Story. It is said that in the past, because of the circumstances and 
conditions surrounding him, someone killed one person, then at another 
time, because of a matter that made him angry, he killed another person, so 
at another time he killed again, then killed again, until there were already 30 
people killed. , then the next day he killed again, as if killing was his 
profession, even though taking the life of just one person was already a big 
sin, except on the battlefield of jihad fi sabilillah, and so he continued to kill 
other people, up to 80 people. He was tired of killing, but at another time, he 
killed again and killed again, until finally after counting 99 people he had 
killed. There arose deep regret within him, contemplating and repenting, 
realizing that what he had done had gone far beyond the limits, that these 
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murders were big sins, was there a way for him to be forgiven by God? So, 
he went to a monk who worshiped a lot in his monastery, told him all his 
bad deeds which had killed 99 people coldly and asked him for a fatwa, is 
there still forgiveness from Allah for him? The monk, after hearing his 
narrative, anger arose within him and gave a fatwa that for a cruel person 
like that, there was no way to be forgiven, hell would be for him. So the 
killer then drew his weapon and killed the monk instantly. So he had killed 
100 people. Bearing increasingly heavy regret, he walked here and there, and 
met someone he saw who had a shady face, let’s call him the shady face. 
Then he asked him for advice regarding the terrible condition he had 
committed, whether there was still a way for forgiveness for his mistakes, So 
the shady man answered that there were still some, because Allah is 
Forgiving, then suggested that the murderer, if he really wanted to repent, 
return to Allah, immediately ask for His forgiveness, and get out of the bad 
environment of his village/country, to the country which is far away 
because in that country the environment is very good for people who want 
to return to Him. So, with a truly strong spirit, the killer of 100 people set off 
towards the country that the shady man had told him about. He passed the 
day and night journey with steely enthusiasm, he ignored various difficulties 
along the way, because he hoped for Allah’s forgiveness. Qadarullah, on a 
very tiring journey, with heavy mental burdens and deep regrets, he died on 
the way. So the angel of mercy and the angel of torment descended to fight 
to take his soul to heaven. The angel of mercy insisted on taking him 
because the murderer had regretted and repented as proven by taking a trip 
to the country suggested by the shady face. The tormenting angel did not 
want to lose, arguing that the sins of the murderer of 100 people were so 
heavy and mounting. So Allah sent another angel to mediate the matter. At 
the command of Allah, to measure the distance between the point of 
departure and the point of death, and the distance between the point of 
death and the point of destination. After measuring it, it was found that the 
distance between the point of death and the destination country was shorter, 
so it was decided that the angel of mercy was the one who had the right to 
carry the soul of the servant of God, the murderer. In another history, the 
distance between the point of death and the destination country is actually 
farther than the point of departure and the point of death, but Allah, the 
Almighty, the Most Forgiving, has shortened the distance between the point 
of death and the destination country.

Path to Salvation: After truly and clearly understanding the attributes of the

For example, Allah 
stated to Musa As in a direct conversation on Tursina Hill that Allah would 
raise up a Prophet at the end of time as the final Prophet, namely 
Muhammad. Days passed and years later, thousands of years later, Allah 
sent the Prophet Muhammad SAW to all mankind from his time until the 
time of the last human generation on earth before the Day of Judgment. So 
humans, all of them, should believe in Allah, justify Him, have faith in Him, 
and not associate partners with anything other than Him. Allah is 
Righteous, all that He threatens His enemies, namely those who associate 
partners with Allah with other than Him, namely those who disbelieve who 
do not want to worship Him, namely those who deny the Day of Meeting 
Him. , in the afterlife, for them the punishment will be very painful and 
grievous, the blazing fire of hell, which is 70 times hotter than the fire of the 
world, the lightest punishment is if the fire touches the soles of a person’s 
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feet and makes his brain boil, because it is so powerful the heat of the fire. So 
that humans fear Him, so that humans return to Him, by embracing His 
religion, namely Islam. 


Allah is the Most Wise, Allah is the Most Gracious, also the Most Merciful. 
With His wisdom, with His grace, Allah created humans, then gave them 
guidance so that they could follow the right and safe path in life. Allah is 
very merciful and merciful to His servants who purify Him, who do not 
associate Him with anything other than Him, who worship and serve Him 
completely, who hope and fear Him, who obey His commands. -His 
commands, which establish the sovereignty of His laws on earth. With His 
grace, all things that are destructive and dangerous to human life, are 
conveyed in a good way. Intoxicating liquor is prohibited because it clouds a 
clear mind, arouses cruel behavior, and destroys nature. Many crimes 
committed by humans originate from drinking intoxicating drinks, for 
example murder over trivial matters, brutal abuse, evil plans of sabotage and 
terror, arbitrary and other criminal behavior. As a result, living conditions in 
society become unsafe, a lot of funds and energy are spent dealing with these 
crimes. Another example. Adultery is prohibited, because of human nature, 
no one wants to be born as a result of adultery. Adultery destroys family ties, 
destroys the community’s reproductive ecosystem, and gives rise to a lot of 
hatred, revenge and enmity. Adultery is good for a moment but causes 
mental suffering and a mental burden that lasts for decades. Usury is 
prohibited, because it is a form of injustice in the field of property 
ownership, destroying the economic order and business activities of society, 
by accumulating debt burdens. Usury does not reflect the principle of 
justice in life, because the weak are exploited by the strong. Usury is a 
subtle, cruel coercion, a slow stab in the back. Usury is contrary to the spirit 
of giving, while giving is one of the driving forces in Islam that is called for. 
In drinking, adultery, usury, there is a brief pleasure felt by the perpetrator, 
but the impact of the damage it causes is many and long-lasting, visible and 
invisible, to individuals and society, to the ecosystem structure of society and 
the state. In worldly life, negative impacts have been felt, and if you do not 
ask for forgiveness and repent, in the life of the barzakh/grave realm, and in 
the afterlife there is a painful punishment that awaits. Thus Allah warns and 
threatens all humans. 


Allah is Most Just and Most Wise, when Allah forbids something, whatever 
it is, then humans are given other ways that are permitted. Alcoholic drinks 
are prohibited, so it is permissible to drink abundant clean water, drink 
rainwater, river water, mixed drinks with tea, coffee, and so on, which are 
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easy to obtain, cheap and hygienic. Adultery is prohibited, so Allah makes it 
permissible to marry a husband/wife, even having more than one wife, 
blessings and many rewards, the procedure is made easy, simple and cheap, 
even for those who do not have the means to marry/start a family because 
they are poor, there is an obligation to help from Baitul Mal to them, there is 
a recommendation to donate to help with marriage, especially for young 
Muslim men and women who want to get married, to avoid adultery, all in 
His wisdom. Usury is prohibited, so buying and selling and giving infaq are 
permitted and even strongly encouraged and encouraged. Believers who are 
oriented towards life in the afterlife will find it easier to abandon usury and 
encourage themselves to give donations to those in need, as savings for the 
afterlife, which will be rewarded many times over. 


Allah is Most Just, He does not wrong His servants in the slightest, in fact 
Allah does not wish to do wrong, Whatever is commanded, it will be useful 
for humans in this world and in the afterlife. Whatever is prohibited is 
dangerous for humans, in this worldly life and in the afterlife. God’s justice 
will be upheld and perfected later in the afterlife, for all His creatures, So 
that, in the afterlife, there will be no more evidence for all jinn, all humans, 
all animals, all angels, before Him. Because, no matter how small an unjust 
deed will be repaid, and whatever hidden human deeds He will reveal. 
Everyone gets justice, so that if in this world a goat fights with another goat 
and one of them has a broken horn then in the afterlife the goat whose horn 
is broken will be given the opportunity by Allah to take revenge on the other 
goat, so that justice is fulfilled for both of them, All disputes that occur in 
this world, between humans, at any time, will be resolved by Allah as fairly 
as possible in the afterlife. In today’s world, Allah allows injustice to occur, 
but not a single incident of this injustice escapes His knowledge, everything 
is recorded and will be revealed to humans on the Day of Judgment in the 
Hereafter, with Allah holding complete authority, Allah alone.

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conditions had changed greatly. He found that his hamar had become bones 
beside him, while he found that the food he had brought with him a 
hundred years ago was still intact, had no smell, and was not damaged at all. 

So he is sure that Allah, 
who has brought His creatures to life from nothing, then put them to death, 
has the power to bring them back to life later on the Great Day, namely the 
Day of Resurrection.

Allah confirms 
repeatedly in His revelations that when a human being dies in a state of 
idolatrous belief, that is, a religion other than Islam, namely an infidel, then

victory. And whoever follows the path of error by not believing in Him and 
following other than His guidance, and by making the aim of his life only for 
the sake of living in this world, he will experience loss and regret.

The seven of them are anxious and realize 
that the general behavior in society is a big mistake and the seven of them 
have tried to advise the people in their environment, to worship Allah alone, 
submit obediently to His commandments, follow the correct way of life that 
He has revealed, namely abandoning worshiped besides Him, but instead 
they face ridicule and ridicule. They are committed not to worship anyone 
other than Allah, throughout their lives. They pray to Allah to bestow His 
mercy and increase His guidance. The people of the land rejected it and 
intimidated them even more. So, they agreed to leave that country to look 
for another country that was conducive to saving and developing their 
firmly held belief, namely living only to fully serve Allah Azza wa Jalla. On 
the way, with a dog, they took shelter and stayed overnight in a cave. Then 
they fell into a deep sleep. And when they woke up, it turned out that the 
surrounding community had changed a lot. Allah Almighty put them to 
sleep for 309 Hijriyah years or 300 years AD. So, Allah is All-Knowing and 
All-Seeing of what happens, and then Allah tells it to humans in the next 
generation, so that they can be sure that Allah is All-Powerful over 
everything and that Allah is Most Reviving His creatures. 


Allah, the Most Wise, has conveyed all the knowledge related to the most 
important things and matters for humans, all for the interests and needs of 
humans themselves, so that they are safe in this world and in the eternal life 
of the afterlife. It also provides explanations regarding everything related to 
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the path of life that must be taken, including systems and rules as well as 
correct life management that is approved by Him, even the flow of the 
process/manhaj of struggle to uphold the system and rules, so that the path, 
the signs, are clear and clear. for people who want to diligently study it, 
namely those who hope for guidance from Him. These people, they live in 
such bright light that it is like walking in the middle of the hot broad 
daylight sun, so that their footsteps are steady and sure, with a firm faith 
embedded in their souls and bodies, full of enthusiasm even though they are 
tired and tired and faced with many difficulties. take turns. But on the other 
hand, throughout the ages, many people have not cared about the 
explanations of these sciences - do not feel the need for these sciences - 
because they are busy looking for worldly knowledge that is of little and 
temporary use, until their lives are filled with lots of wishful thinking. 
worldly people, in the shadow of darkness, do not know what to do in life in 
this world for the safety of their lives in eternal life in the afterlife, namely 
life after death. It’s like a player who is in the middle of a football field but 
he doesn’t know and is confused about where his feet are going, doesn’t 
know what his goal is, in the end he steps as he pleases, his life just follows 
his own will. Life follows the desires of one’s desires. 


Allah is the Almighty Designer of Life. Allah has repeatedly announced 
about the stages of life that humans go through, which are His design for 
life, namely starting from the spirit realm which took place since the 
Prophet Adam was still in the sky, then the spirit was put into the body of 
the baby in the womb when he was 4 months old, at the womb for a few 
months, then the baby is born into the world, in the natural world for a 
certain amount of time/years, as a place of testing, as a realm that is given 
the freedom to choose the right way of life/belief/religion or choose the 
wrong way of life, as the only one an opportunity/time for humans to 
believe or disbelieve, an opportunity to worship Allah alone or worship 
other than Allah, the consequences of which will be repaid in the next stage 
of life. Then death came to him. This is a small apocalypse. There is no 
more opportunity/time to repent. There is no way back to worldly life. In 
the realm of the grave/barzakh there is the punishment of the grave and the 
blessings of the grave, as the beginning of the eternal afterlife. For those who 
die in the condition of infidels, namely non-Muslims, there will be a painful 
punishment in this world. Regret, sadness, despair and suffering became his 
days. For those who die in the correct belief, namely Muslims, there are 
those who are free from the torment of the grave but there are also those 
who are tortured for their sins in this worldly life. All dead humans are in 
this barzakh/grave realm. So long in the grave, according to His will. Then 
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came the Day of Judgment, the Great Day, the Day He had promised, the 
Day that all His Prophets and Messengers had warned of the arrival. 
Namely, Allah destroyed the heavens and everything in them, and 
everything on the surface of the earth, as well as everything that humans 
had worked hard to build over thousands of years. The towering and tough 
mountains were crushed into a land of dust. The ocean evaporates dry. 
Allah made the earth flat according to his will. Allah gave life to His angels. 
Allah revives and resurrects all His creatures who have ever lived in this 
world, all humans, all jinn, all animals, gathered in a vast plain, in one place 
and at the same time. Then Allah came in all His Greatness and Majesty to 
report on what humans had done in their worldly life, no matter how small. 
Allah Calls and Judges all humans Himself, one by one. Blessed are those 
who die as Muslims, and woe to those who die as non-Muslims 
(unbelievers). 


In all stages of life, Allah continues to see, supervise, and regulate the time 
for every human being, also recording all the behavior of His creatures, 
visible and hidden behavior, and everything will be reported. Allah is Most 
Just, Allah is Most Wise. Allah gives rewards according to the deeds done by 
each human being. Allah gives punishment to His servants, according to 
what He wishes, based on what His servants have done in this worldly life. 
Allah rejects the deeds of some people, because these deeds do not meet His 
criteria that have been outlined, namely being sincere to Him. And people 
who have religions other than Islam will not be accepted by Him, because 
those deeds during their time in the world are intended/dedicated not to 
Allah alone, but to other gods besides Him. These other gods are Jesus, God 
Uzair, Buddha, statues, gods, genies, sun and moon, angels, emperors, kings, 
rulers, priests, monks, their organizational associations, superiors, wealth, 
power , beautiful women, pleasures of life, splendor, glory and false 
hegemony, and other gods invented by humans. 


Again, Allah explains about Himself, and only Allah is able to explain about 
Himself. Allah explains that Allah is Almighty, Most Great, Most Glorious, 
Most Glorious, Most Beautiful, All Mighty through His product in the form 
of this vast, expansive universe which takes place at any time, every day, 
which can be witnessed by anyone. Allah proves His majesty and majesty 
through the many creatures of His creation in the heavens and the earth, 
visible and invisible, as well as the seas and all the various contents of life in 
them, the plains and mountains with their various inhabitants, which are 
small and large ones, which slither between the grassy ground, which fly 
here and there, which move between the tops of the leaves. Allah shows His 
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power through the existence of His creatures who inhabit the seven layers of 
heaven, namely the angels who cannot be seen with our eyes, the jinn who 
inhabit this earth who also cannot be seen with the naked eye. Everything is 
a sign of the greatness and majesty of Allah, the Creator, the true owner of 
patent rights. The only one who can make all this happen is Allah, not 
anyone else, Because to realize this most magnificent life, in this universe, 
only those who have great power, only those who have great power, only 
those who have wisdom. There is no one other than Allah Azza wa Jalla. 
Thus, everything is spread out, so that humans can reflect deeply, then as a 
result feel their smallness, smallness, weakness and helplessness before 
Allah, the Almighty. So that humans will acknowledge His greatness, accept 
Him as one, not create allies for Him, then surrender to Him, submit 
obediently to the laws He has made, follow His commands. 


Allah _ is Almighty, All-Powerful, All-Forgiving, All-Loving, so that all 
creatures, including all humans, depend on Allah. 


The human body, do humans themselves form it? Certainly not. Because 
since ancient times no human has claimed that he himself formed the 
structure of his body. Everyone knows that formation begins in our 
mother’s womb, right? Did our mother shape it? Of course not, because no 
mother has ever claimed that she herself formed the fetus in her own womb. 
Then who, is it the fetus itself that forms itself? Of course not, because the 
fetus is weak, cannot see, and even its nutrition is supplied by the mother. 
The answer: There is a Gentle Power that has the power to form and 
reproduce the fetus. He is Allah. Allah is the only Being who has claimed 
that it is Himself who forms and determines every fetus in a person’s womb. 
Not just human fetuses but all fetuses in the womb of living creatures. This 
is clear proof that we humans have been dependent on God from the start. 
What do humans need to live? What do we eat? The sources come from 
plants and animals. Plants grow from the ground flowing with water, who 
makes it rain? Only Allah is able to send rain, regulate its levels, regulate the 
place where it falls, not nature. Animals eat these plants to reproduce, who 
grows those plants? Only God can. Not a single human, jinn, angel or even 
the animals themselves stated that they were the ones who had bred the 
plants and animals. This is how Allah arranges sustenance for all His 
creatures, 


Again, Allah is All-Knowing, Know anything, however, anyone, anytime. 
Allah is All-Seeing, All-Hearing. Allah is All-Watching and All-Recording. 
Not a single leaf is separated from its stem, unless Allah knows it and with 
His permission. 
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Allah Who Gives Life and Gives Death to all creatures, from the past, 
present and future. So creatures should depend on Him, serve and dedicate 
their lives to Him alone, not to His weak creatures, nor to devote themselves 
to themselves who are also weak (i.e. following their own desires). 


Allah is the Most Holy, who is busy all the time taking care of His creatures, 
who does not get tired at all, who does not sleep, let alone sleep for a second, 
whose knowledge and power covers everything. There is not a single 
whisper in the sky (by angels) and not a single breath on earth (by humans) 
that escapes from His knowledge, in the past, present and future. There is 
not a single movement of a genie on earth that escapes from His knowledge. 
In this world, the Allah Almighty continues to record the deeds of humans 
and jinn, the small and the big, the visible (outward) and the invisible 
(namely the deeds of the heart, inner instincts, desires, hidden desires, 
feelings, intentions). , thoughts, life goals, beliefs, opinions in the mind and 
also thoughts), and later Allah will announce all of this to each of them, in 
the afterlife. No matter how big or how small, human actions are 
continuously monitored and recorded by Him, even the weight of dzarrah 
will later be brought back and taken into account by Allah in the yaumil 
reckoning yaumil mizan. 


Allah is Rich, Almighty. If all humans, from the first generation at the time 
of the prophet Adam to the last generation of humans on this earth, 
gathered in one place, then added all the jinn who had ever lived, then all 
humans and all the jinn, each individual would ask for all their desires, ask 
for all their needs, whatever, to Allah Azza wa Jalla, then Allah fulfills all the 
desires of all humans and all jinn, one by one, completely and perfectly 
according to their respective desires and needs, then the fulfillment of all of 
that, does not reduce in the slightest what is there. with Him, unless it is like 
the tip of a finger being dipped in the ocean, then being lifted, then the 
water that sticks to the tip of the finger is a parable of what Allah has given 
to all humans and all jinn. [f all the twigs and wood of the trees on the face 
of the earth were used as pens, and all the water of the oceans were used as 
ink, to write the words of Allah, then there would not be enough to write 
them, even if we added all the water of the seas and all the branches of the 
trees, still insufficient to write His sentences. Allah is the Greatest. 

Allah, He is the One who does not need anything from creatures, but all 
creatures need Him. Glory be to Allah from the similarities made by 
humans. 
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Allah is also THE KING OF KINGS. The one who organizes, who plans, 
who controls, who maintains, who gives opportunities for life, who bestows 
sustenance, who makes the laws of life, determines the laws, who 
determines what is permissible and what is not permissible, who makes 
these rules haram and who it is lawful, all His rules are wise and correct, for 
all the creatures He created, namely the angels whose number is difficult to 
count, namely the inhabitants of the 7 layers of heaven above, then the jinn, 
humans, animals, fish and others, for all objects in the heavens and on earth, 
visible and invisible. Like the King, power and greatness are in His hands, 
who has the right to determine the laws of life for those under His control. 
Allah also has the power to control and command objects in the heavens and 
objects on earth. Allah controls wind, fire, earth, water, lightning, heat, cold 
and everything that surrounds human life. Apart from controlling them, 
these creatures can also be used as his soldiers to destroy his enemies. Allah, 
the Most Glorious Essence, is worshiped and glorified by the inhabitants of 
the heavens, namely the inhabitants of the 7 layers of heaven, and these 
angels can also become His soldiers to punish the inhabitants of the earth 
who disobey Him. 


Allah is Most Merciful and Most Merciful, In this worldly life, His grace, 
sustenance from Him, is bestowed upon anyone of His creatures who moves 
around. To those who disbelieve, who disbelieve in Him, who do not want 
to worship Him, sustenance is still poured out for them. Everything that 
humans enjoy so that humans can continue their lives in this world, 
everything is a gift from Him. No one is excluded, no one is left behind, 
even a weak worm, there is a portion of His sustenance. Later in the afterlife, 
His Most Merciful will be given only to those who believe in Him. 

Allah is Most Merciful, Most Merciful, so much greater is His love for His 
servants who believe and ask for forgiveness, than the love of a deer for its 
suckling calf. Allah provides 100 degrees of His grace to all creatures. One 
degree of grace has been given to the life of this world since the world was 
created, distributed to all the inhabitants of the world from the beginning, 
namely to the jinn, all humans, all kinds of animals and beasts, fish and 
birds, day and night continuously for thousands of years , until now, until 
later before the arrival of Doomsday. Meanwhile, He saved the other 99 
degrees of His mercy to be given in the afterlife. However, His abundant 
mercy in the afterlife will not reach His enemies, namely those humans who 
do not want to worship Allah, but instead worship other than Allah, namely 
those who do not want to enter religion. Him (Islam), namely those who 
turn away from tawhidullah. 
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Allah is Most Just, Most Prosecutor, Most Judicial and Most Revengeful, for 


all His creatures. In the life that will definitely happen, namely the afterlife, 
when life in this world has been completed until the last inhabitant on earth, 
then there will be true life that will last forever. At that time there were 
demands, there was a final decision from Allah, the True Ruler, which 
could not be contested by all creatures, including humans. God willing, 
when all creatures are brought back to life, then all are gathered together, 
not a single soul will be left behind, gathered in one place, one time, one 
country, there will be demands for accountability from humans and jinn, 
namely in the afterlife. The afterlife, that is the true land, the real one, the 
one that is eternal-forever. Those are Yaumul Baats, Yaumul Jam’i, 
Mahsyar, Yaumul Hisab, Yaumul Mizan, Shirot, Jannah wan Naar. At that 
time, Allah, Al Malik Ad Dayyan, the King, the Sole Judge, the Sole 
Prosecutor, as well as the Main Witness, will judge and prosecute and be a 
witness for all His creatures - including all humans - as fairly as possible, 
without the slightest injustice, with eternal true justice. Glory be to Allah 
from the slightest injustice. Because Allah has forbidden injustice to 
Himself.

The true greatness 
of Allah is only Allah Who Knows. The seven layers of sky above us are so 
big... even though they are still very small compared to His Arsyi. And Allah 
resides on His Arsyi. Even His Arsyi does not know for sure, where Allah 
actually resides/is.

Allah is the Giver of Sustenance, Allah is Almighty. Allah provides all the 
needs of creatures in this world so that they can live properly, so that they 


can develop and carry out activities according to the specified corridors, so 
that they can be grateful to Him accompanied by genuine submission. Ants, 
small creatures that roam here and there, Allah inspired all ants to live in 
community, working together in an orderly social order and division of tasks 
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in a strong organization. Allah created small sharp teeth, strong walking 
legs, and ideal body proportions, so that the ant can walk here and there to 
seek sustenance for its community. Birds, creatures enliven this world with 
their chirping and flapping their wings. Birds do not have storage sheds, 
every day they roam from one branch to another. Allah gave the modalities 
of wings, gripped legs and a sharp beak, so that this creature seeks 
sustenance in the valleys and hills. Fish, an important part of the ecosystem 
in water that never sleeps. Allah is the one who provides sustenance and 
distributes it to all His creatures, those under the ground, those above the 
ground, those in the sky and the seas, Allah provides him with abundant 
sustenance in the seas, rivers and land waters with various kinds of needs. 
All real creatures in this world, Allah provides as abundant and continuous 
sustenance to humans. Allah created and provided the sun which radiates 
light for free to humans.

Because Allah is Almighty 
and All-Conquering. 


Allah has declared Himself as the enemy of His servants who disbelieve in 
Him, who do not want to worship Him, who associate partners with 
anything other than Him, Allah was angry and angry and even cursed 
humans and jinn who created rivals for Him. Allah threatens them all with 
various very painful punishments, in this world and even more painful in 
the afterlife, no forgiveness, no protection, no help, no mercy, forever, for 
their enemies. His. If they die in this world in a non-Muslim condition 
(unbelievers and polytheists towards Him). Naudzu billahi min dzalika. 


Allah _ is Most _Forgiving...even though humans have been given many 
blessings at all times, day and night, then sinned a lot and violated His 
prohibitions, but are still given the opportunity, day by day to improve 
themselves, to ask for forgiveness from Him, to repent and return to 
Him...until now. He continues to give this opportunity to people who are 
ignorant, who are arrogant, who deny Him, who are neglectful of Him... 
who are lulled by the trinkets and excitement of this world, who follow their 
desires... for so long in the world This.... continues to be given time until the 
life is pulled down the throat at the time of death... and so continues life in 
this world until the sun rises from the West someday. 


Allah_is All-Knowing, All-Knowing, All-Powerful, All-Powerful, All- 
Compliant, All-Designer of Life. Humans are all in the Grand Design of 


Life that Allah created, now, before and after. Humans and all living 
creatures cannot escape from the Grand Design of Life. It’s like a GREAT 
FLOW, lucky are the people who understand correctly and completely the 
Grand Design of Life and then organize themselves to be safe in navigating 
this GREAT FLOW, and those who blind themselves and oppose this 
GREAT FLOW are the losers because they are careless, arrogant and turn 
away. 


So, the Way of Salvation: Unite Allah, worship only Allah, glorify and 
purify Allah, fear Allah, love Allah, submit obediently to the laws/rules 
made by Allah, obey Allah’s directions and commands, call humans to know 
Allah and only worship Allah, not worship other than Allah, fight for the 
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establishment of Allah’s rule on earth, following the path of the struggle of 
His Prophets. The path of Islam, the path of salvation, the path of 
Tauhidullah. Leave all worship other than Allah, right now, even though it 
is hard on your heart because it has become a habit of life, even though you 
risk being hated and hated by your own family and also being shunned by 
people who have instilled a lot of kindness. 


Allah is All-Knowing, All-Wise, Most _Just_and Most Merciful to His 


servants. Allah knows the entire process of time travel, the entire grand 
design of life and the details of its events, day after day, month after month, 
year after year, century after century. Allah is All-Knowing of the end of life 
in this world, Allah is All-Knowing of what will happen later in life after 
death, also All-Knowing of what is good and beneficial for humans and 
what is bad and destructive for humans, in this worldly life, both here and 
in the afterlife. So, Allah has conveyed to humans the choice of paths, in this 
life/this world, the path of salvation or the path of destruction, the path to 
obtain His forgiveness and mercy and also the path to His wrath and 
punishment. Allah has announced that the path to salvation is the path of 
Islam, the only true religion, the only religion from Allah. Islam, the religion 
of Allah, the religion of all His angels, the religion of all His Prophets, from 
Prophet Adam As to Prophet Muhammad Saw. Islam is an order of life 
from Allah that regulates all areas of human life that are just and in 
accordance with the nature of all humans, namely the areas of government, 
law, military and defense, strength and power, economics and trade, social 
community, education, health, special worship and worship in general, 
muamalat, customs and culture, associations and deliberations, including 
the sharia system and rules, halal and haram provisions, manhaj/pathway of 
struggle, for every individual and group of humans, as God’s sovereignty to 
be implemented on earth by humans.

they change back to Him, when the opportunity to change/choose is still 
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existing now, namely in this present life in this world. Because if this 
incident really happens in the afterlife and befalls a human being, then there 
is no time to change the situation because the door to forgiveness and 
repentance has been closed long before, namely when the sun rises from the 
west, before the end of the world arrives. Allah said to the inhabitants of hell 
who suffer the lightest punishment, ”O son of Adam, if you had all the 
world’s gold, would you redeem yourself with it, so that you would be free 
from the torment of hell?’ The human immediately answered, ”Yes, of 
course.” Allah said, ”I once offered you something much lighter than that 
redemption, namely when you were still in Adam’s birth, namely so that 
you would not associate yourself with anything other than Me, but you 
didn’t want to, in fact you still associated yourself with Me while you were 
alive. in the old world.” Thus in an authentic hadith history. As an 
afterthought, imagine, the man was willing to work hard day and night for 
years to collect 100 kg of gold. Plus working hard and sweating to collect 10 
tons of gold for decades. Then he continued to work hard and sweat for 
hundreds or even thousands of years, day and night, with all the suffering 
and exhaustion he experienced, to collect gold as big as a mountain. Then 
keep working and working hard again for tens or even hundreds of 
thousands of years, a long time, to collect gold all over the earth. All his hard 
work for hundreds of thousands of years was used to atone for the torment 
he suffered in hell, BUT, this ransom will not be accepted by Allah, because 
it has become an eternal provision, as the Law of Life, which was 
established by Allah, the Ruler of Life, which is contained in the book holy 
Al-Quran, that for a human being who dies in this world in a state of 
idolatrous belief, namely associating partners with Allah, namely worshiping 
and worshiping someone other than Allah, then for him there will be a 
painful punishment in hell forever. There is no Helper or Protector for him.

Allah has no children, no begotten, no incarnation or 
reincarnation. Allah is not the same as any objects in the heavens or on 
earth. His Essence, His attributes, His actions are One, there is nothing like 
or equal to it. Allah is Most Holy and Most Glorious, cannot be seen by 
human eyes in this world, cannot be likened to anything in this world, even 
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the human mind is unable to imagine His Most Holy and Most Glorious 
Essence. However, the gentle human heart is able to recognize Him, with 
the permission of Allah Azza wa Jalla.

The Path of Misguidance: Not Knowing Allah or Knowing Allah with 
characteristics that are not in accordance with what He conveys. 

The beginning of dangerous error is not knowing God or knowing God with 
wrong perceptions. That is the understanding or belief that eliminates God 
in the life of this universe, namely atheism. In this understanding, it is 
taught that the earth and everything in it used to occur by itself, formed due 
to interaction factors between natural elements themselves. The formation 
of galaxies and stars was due to a big explosion (big bang) which then broke 
up into the formation of planets and stars, small and large. This is a 
misleading understanding, because it negates God, replacing God’s power 
with natural power. It is strange that this understanding has been widely 
taught on a massive scale in educational institutions from elementary to 
high levels in various corners of the world, from the past until now, but in 
fact the rulers and state figures have remained silent, even supporting it. The 
dangerous atheism movement has become a menu of consumption in 
various educational schools and various mass media, in the name of science. 
As a result, humans increasingly do not know God. The atheism movement 
fosters materialism, because when humans do not know God, their life 
orientation is only for worldly life. And now these two ideologies are 
booming in various corners of the world, this can be observed from the 
many meetings and discussions that are held which are far from the 
narrative of knowing Allah, far from the theme of fearing Him, far from the 
narrative about the afterlife. In this understanding of atheism and 
materialism, it is taught that rain occurs because of nature, namely starting 
from the evaporation process, water is hit by the heat of the sun to become 
water vapor, because its density is smaller, the water vapor rises upwards, 
clumps to form clouds, is pushed by the wind to form clusters, then 
condensation occurs due to the cold temperature, then water droplets form 
and rain falls. There is no God in the process of the rain. Likewise, floods, 
earthquakes, volcanic eruptions, typhoons, tsunamis and other natural 
disasters all occur because of nature. As if nature could regulate itself. This is 
a misleading teaching because it negates God. In fact, Allah is the one who 
regulates the fall of rain, as well as the process of floods and other natural 
disasters, as a warning to humans so that they return to Allah, so that they 
ask Allah for forgiveness, so that they can improve themselves and society, 
so that they can once again submit to Him. The argument to break the 
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previous narrative that rain is formed because of nature is as follows: In the 
dry season, which lasts for months, there is a lot of evaporation due to the 
intense heat of the sun, but in the sky it is clean and clear, no clouds form, 
no clouds form, no rain occurs, at all, and where does the water vapor that 
forms go? On the other hand, in the rainy season, there is very little 
evaporation because the sun is mostly covered by clouds. However, rolling 
clouds formed and heavy rain fell. Thus, the theory of the formation of rain 
which is atheism and materialism is broken. It is clear that there is a great 
power that regulates the movement of clouds and the formation of rain, 
there is no other power except from Allah Azza wa Jalla, the Almighty God. 

Path of Misguidance: Associating partners with Allah, creating rivals for 
Allah. Those who associate partners with Allah acknowledge that Allah 
created the heavens and the earth and their contents, but at the same time, 
they worship other than Allah, for example worshiping statues, big trees, the 
sun, moon, stars, jinn, kings, rulers, big figures, priests, wealth, 
institutions/collections, and so on. There is a very big difference between 
worshiping Allah and worshiping other than Allah. Allah is Strong, whereas 
anything other than Allah is very weak. Allah is Alive, whereas those other 
than Allah who are worshiped experience death or inanimate objects that 
cannot do anything. 

Truly, a blind person is a person who does not know God properly. 
Blindness is not blindness of the eyes but blindness of the heart. The heart is 
the driving force of actions. A person’s heart does not know God because his 
heart and mind are only oriented towards worldly life, that is, he is busy 
looking for the benefits of life in this world, such as accumulating wealth by 
using the knowledge he has learned over the years, so that his life will be 
sufficient and prosperous with his family, also only busy seeking popularity 
and expanding power, so that other people will be praised and admired to 
him. Thus, there are many people whose bodies are healthy, have good 
eyesight, but in reality these people are blind in heart, that is, they don’t 
know God properly and don’t think about and prepare themselves to face 
the afterlife (eternal life after death). A blind human being is a human being 
who turns away from the verses of Allah, turns away from Allah’s warnings 
and does not prepare himself to meet Allah on the Great Day, namely the 
Day of Judgment in the afterlife, the Day when all humans will be gathered 
together, all their deeds what is small and what is great is announced to 
them by Allah, when these deeds are judged by Allah Himself, He accepts 
them or rejects them. 


In the hereafter, the Day of Gathering, Allah will summon all the gods 
besides Him and His worshipers, from all ages, then order the worshipers to 
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call on each of their worshipers, to ask for help and protection from the 
punishment of hell, but those worshipers detached himself from his 
worshipers, stating that they had never ordered him to worship him. So, it is 
loss and regret, worshipers and worshipers other than Allah. All that is 
worshiped apart from Allah and all His worshippers, (will be) led/dragged 
into the terrible and painful fire of hell. Unless those who are worshiped 
have proof before Allah that they have never ordered their worshipers to 
worship them, for example: the Prophet Isa the Messiah (who is called Jesus 
Christ - the Savior/The Redeemer by his worshipers), Uzair (worshiped by 
some Jews as children of God) and angels. 


So, the greatest slander that occurs to mankind is when humans associate 
partners with Allah, that is, they worship and worship other than Allah. 


Something good is not called good if the result ends in hell, something bad 
is not called bad if the result ends in heaven. 


Allah will not accumulate two kinds of fear for humans, nor will he 
accumulate two kinds of security for humans. If humans feel safe from Allah 
(from His punishment) in this worldly life, then Allah will impose fear on 
them in the afterlife. And if humans feel afraid of Allah in this worldly life, 
then Allah will bestow a sense of security on them in the afterlife. 


So what applies in this life is that you cannot feel safe in this life and then be 
safe in the afterlife, nor can you feel afraid in the afterlife and then be afraid 
in the afterlife. 


So, in this way, a wrong/misguided way of life is a belief that teaches 
humans in this worldly life so that humans feel safe from Allah’s 
punishment, not afraid of His punishment, because of doctrines made up 
by humans, from the whispers of the devil/the curse of Allah. The examples 
of a wrongbelief, such as the doctrine of believing/having faith in the Savior, 
the Redeemer, the God of Salvation, the Achiever of the Perfection of Life, 
etc., so that whatever one does in this world as long as one believes/believes 
in them (gods, deities — so on), then he will be guaranteed to be safe from 
torment in the life after death, that is the wrongbelief. Many people have 
been caught in the trap of this wrong belief. 


So, only in the true religion, namely Islam, which teaches humans in this 
worldly life to know Allah with true and clear understanding, then part of 
the fruit of makrifatullah (knowing Allah clearly) is to become servants who 
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fear Him truly of Allah, in the days of his life, day and night, afraid that he 
will suffer His punishment, afraid of treason from Him, afraid of His wrath, 
afraid of being hated by Him, afraid that his deeds will not be accepted by 
Allah in the hereafter, afraid that he will not get mercy and forgiveness, in 
the afterlife. So, again, in today’s worldly life, a condition of not feeling safe 
from His punishment is being fostered within him. Because of fear of Allah, 
Who is All-Seeing and All-Hearing and All-Recording of Deeds, the 
management of one’s life is in accordance with His instructions, according 
to what He commands. This is the true way of life. 


God Calls All People. Allah has called on all His servants from the human 
race, descendants of Adam, to immediately go to Allah’s forgiveness and 
heaven in the afterlife which is as wide as seven layers of heaven and earth. 
Allah promises heaven to humans who have monotheism, Muslim man and 
woman, believe in Him and His Messenger, humans who fear Him so they 
obey Him, carry out His teachings, enforce His laws as the Basic Law of 
Life on earth, wherever, also humans fight for the Words of Allah (His 
regulations, Shari’a-His sovereignty) to be upheld in personal life, family, 
community, tribe, nation-state, region and to be implemented to all corners 
of this earth. 


Allah threatens those who turn away from His call, with a narrow life in this 
world and a painful punishment in the afterlife, which starts from the 
moment of death, the grave, the Day of Resurrection, Padang Mahsyar, 
Yaumil Hisab Yaumil Mizan, to Shirot/Hell. That’s a big loss. 

Allah has explained that anyone who associates partners with Him, with the 
belief of worshiping someone other than Allah, then the Devil/Satan will 
deceive him in this world and continue to give/extend his dreams with 
dreams/illusions about what he is doing in this world. was right and good. 
Later in the afterlife, those who are deceived by the Devil/Satan will curse 
with great anger at the Devil/Satan, but the Devil and his Satanic soldiers 
will let go, and blame humans themselves for why they were easily deceived 
by him. That’s a big loss. 


These are, already mentioned in above sentences, the true and clear 
doctrines of belief. For all humans still living in this world, freely choice, be 
accepted and believed, please, be not accepted and not believed, also please. 
No coercion. The doctrines above are like fast trains that run according to a 
predetermined schedule. Whether or not people take part in the train is 
their own choice. If you don’t take part as a passenger, the train will still run, 
whether there are many or few passengers. Those who participate, will reach 
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their destination, these are the lucky ones, and those who choose not to 
participate will be left behind, remaining where they are, these are the ones 
who will lose and regret, forever. Thus, whether humans want to be 
Muslims or infidels, believe in these doctrines or not, Allah is still the 
Almighty, the Most Righteous, the Most Glorious, the Most Holy, the Most 
Judger, the Most Revenge, the Most Forgiving and His punishment is very 
painful. Believe it or not, the course of life is still in accordance with what 
Allah has announced through the message of His Prophets and Messengers. 
However, whatever you like or hate, follow or oppose, the true religion is 
still one, namely Islam. Islam is the only religion in the sight of Allah that is 
acceptable to Him, the religion of all His angels, the religion of all His 
prophets and messengers, in this world’s life until the life of the afterlife, 
forever and ever. 


And the choice of joining or not on the train, the time, the opportunity is 
rightnow, which is in this worldly life, when life has not yet been taken. 
Please consider and think about it, before everything become late, to be late 
when the death come to us, may be suddenly happen, since all humankind 
do not know when this death happen.
